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The task of providing the knowledge and skills necessary for good 
human relations both in the classroom and in the community presents 
a great challenge and responsibility to all who have been entrusted with 
the education of our young. 

Although the textbook is only one among many education tools, it 
is still an important one. Despite a growing need for all students to 
know and understand the role and contribution of Negro Americans to 
American life and culture, many textbooks continue either to ignore 
Negro Americans or to present them in a biased or distorted stereotype 
manner. Fortunately, however, there is a growing number of paper- 
back books — relatively inexpensive and readily available to teachers, 
students, and parents — ^which car. eatly help to remedy this in- 
adequate treatment. 

The following list is intended as an aid and reference guide to 
teachers and students who may have a limited background of informa- 
tion on the role and contributions of Negro Americans to the American 
way of life. Librarians also will find the list useful in helping students 
locate assigned materials, broaden their horizons, and enrich their 
reading experience. It is further hoped that parent-teacher organiza- 
tions and other community groups will use this guide to recommend 
additions to family reading. 

No attempt has been made to include all paperbound books written 
about Negro Americans. We have tried to select books which teachers 
can use for their own enrichment as well as can their students on 
the secondary school level. Books listed range from fiction that the 
reluctant reader on the seventh-grade level will enjoy to books dealing 
with basic problems in American society of interest to college-bound 
senior high school students. Classroom teachers of English and Music 
and all other teachers who desire a selected reference guide will find 
this list useful. 

Since so many books written on the Negro American are not 
geared to classroom use, it is imperative that the teacher carefully 
select the books that are to be used in his classroom to help students 
gain greater insights and deeper understandings. Some of the books 
listed will be helpful only in a limited area of study. Other books which 
have literary merit were omitted from this list because we felt that 
they were not suitable for a teaching-learning situation in a secondary 
school classroom. It is hoped that the proper use of this guide will 
lead to stimulating class activities, imaginative and creative thinking 
on the part of both teachers and students, and to a greater under- 
standing of present-day social problems.
